One of these will be situated 
in Lawrence county and the other will be located in M ontgomery county. 
This is an im portant decision by the game commission with regards to 
the restocking of fields and woods in this section of the state. 
W ith the 
other hatching and breeding farm to be situated in the eastern section of 
the state, it is indicated th a t the farm to be established here in Lawrence 
S T A T K )X, couny will supply the western section of the state with game. 
The establishing of these two farm s has probably been the result of 
m uch agitation by sportsm en and land owners who lam ent the rapidly d e­ 
creasing num bers of game in the state in the past few years. 
The establishm ent of a state game farm in Lawyence county will be 
hailed with delight by the m em bers of the Sportsm en's Association whose 
splendid work here is largely responsible for the local selection. 
The game farm will probably be a preserve of about 150 acres of land 
upon which will be erected several perm anent buildings.

Picking Presidents 


1900: McKinley Repeats His Victory

W § 
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N om inating Theodore Roosevelt for 
the vice presidency in 1900 was d e ­ 
scribed by Boss Tom Platt as “kick­ 
ing him upstairs." 
Roosevelt did not want 
the vice 
presidency, and he looked upon ef­ 
forts to nam e him as a movement to 
consign him to the political grave­ 
yard. 
W hen bluntly told he could 
not have a renom ination for gov­ 
ernor of New York, he yielded to the 
extent of promising not to interfere. 
The Spanish war had raised a new 
issue. 
Bryan, nom inated for the sec­ 
ond tim e by the Democrats, meeting 
in K ansas City, called it imperialism. 
He advocated im m ediate w ithdraw ­ 


al from the Philippines. 
B ut B ryan 
again insisted 
upon 
a 
free 
silver 
plank. 
The Republicans once more relied 
on sound money and protection of in ­ 
dustries, and waved the flag of M c­ 
Kinley’s war adm inistration record. 
Meeting at Philadelphia, they u n a n i­ 
mously renom inated McKinley. Vice 
President Hobart h ad died; Roose­ 
velts nom ination was also unanimous. 
Eugene V. Debs entered the field 
for the first tim e as nominee of the 
Socialist Democratic 
party, 
which 
met ai Indianapolis. 
T he Populists 
nom inated Bryan 
and 
Charles 
T 
Towne, of Minnesota. 
Towne de­ 
clined. The Prohibitionists, condem n­ 
ing President McKinley for serving 
wine at the W hite House, met a t C hi­ 
cago and nom inated Jo h n CL Woolley, 
of Illinois.
